THE OLDEST CITIZEN.

Who He is and Where He Has Spent His

The Philadelphia Inguirer has an ac-
count of Richard Rice, a colored man, who
is now living at No. 420 Fothergill streef,
that city, at the ripe age of 106. He has
never used glasses, and he can read, sew,
thread a needle, and darns his own stock-
ings though he has a young wife, aged 80.
Rice was born in Harford county, Mary-
land, near Baltimore, in 1774, of slave par-
ents on the Webster plantation.  On  the
deatls of his master Richard was sold to a
Mr. Massey, who owned an adjoining
plantation, to serve until he was twenty-
one vears of age, after which, according to
the provisions of the will of his old master,
he was to serve one of the lieirs for eizht
years before received his freedom.
Wien lie was 24 he was manumitted,
erossed the river at a point near Port De-
posit, and worked for a few months, when
he made his way to Columbia, this county,
and obtained work in a distillery, where he
remained fourteen years.

Shortly after his arrival in Columbia he
married Naney Ricliards, went to house-
keeping, aud having steady work madz a
fived eomfortably and saved
up @ little money.,  Sevens children were
born to him iz this place, and when the
youngest was about three years ol age a

of Havti, and the ship Charles was char-
tered (o take out aload of ewmigrants.

Thay remained there seventeen years by
which time they had hecome poor, and
after selling out what little remained, bare-
Iy bl enough to bring them to the home of
daughter  in Philadelphia, where they
have sinee resided.  The daughter married
in Canada, and went to Philadeiphiabefore
the old {olks came, and was thus prepared
to oller them a home, but has had hard
enough work to maintain the old people at
times, owing 1o the very poor health of
her husband, who is very citen unable to
follow his tinde, but the large end of the
last loaf has always been reserved for the
old father and mother.

During their stay in Canada the old lady
oceupied her time in spinning and weaving
the wouol obtained frowm their sheep, and
puints with pride to a number of Dlankets
which she made herself.

The old man remembers distinetly the
spots which appeared on the sun in 1799,
tl.e funeral of Genera! Washington, the
war of 1812, and a number of other promi-
nent and interesting events which occur-
red in the present century. On being re-
minded that he had passed the allotted

Members of the Faculty Arrested—

nnsylvania tried, in 1872, to
the institutions, but failed, and
been run ever since on legally i 2
ters. The authorities declared themselves
powerless to stop it.Six months ago the eit,
editor of the Record, John Norris, cal
the attention of Attorney General Pal-
mer to these concerns, and the grave
necessity for ther suppression. But the
st::lle bad wno evidet::al against them,
and the attorney gene no money
with which to proceed. Then the Record
offered to advance the money to the com-
monwealth upon promise of reimburse-
ment by the state Legixlature, and the
work was begun. Yesterday it culminated
in proceedings which will wipe out five
spurious medical colleges, and the arrest
of John Buchanan, dean of the American
university at Philadelphia and the Ecleetic
medical college of Pennsylvania. He was
also president of the National« ¢’ecti: med-
ical association, which issned diplomas,
and under the alias of James Murray, D.
D., he acted as dean of a concern issuing
diplomas as the Livingstone university of
America. Two other of the faculty,
Charles 8. Polk and John J. Seggins,
were arrested and  six  others  of
the faculty are still at large, appar-
ently ont of the reach of the police.

The Record publishes a full expose. Its
city editor has prepared evidence which it
is alleged will show the sales of forty-two
diplomas to various persons. lle gives
the names of eleven others to whom thedi-
plomas were offered, and the names of
eleven azents who were acting for Du-
chanan.  ‘The Record man himself set the
trip which resnited in Buchanan’s arrest.
For $75 he obtained three medical diplo-
mas, ope in English from the Eclectie
medical college of Penngylbania, a regu-
larly chartered institution, one from the
Awmerican University of Philadelphia, in
English, and another fromh the National
Eclectic medical association.

One feature of the proceeding is that
while the last named concern was organ-
ized in 1874, its diploma to the newspaper

man, is dated IS78. All purported to
show  that the newspaper man
under the name of Dr. Jobn™ Fan-

ning of Tippecanoe City, Ohio, studied
medicine for three years, had attended
two full courses of lectures, and had
passed a satisfactory examivation in each
of the seven branches of medicine, Not
satistied with this evidence he sent letters
under the name of Dr. Geo. A. Dawson,
apparently belonging to Chester Court

House, 5. C., asking for degrees. For
$150 he obtained five degrees, two

of dector of medicine, one doctor of divin-
ity, one doctor of laws, and one
doctor of ecivil Jaw. The final letter in
this transaction passed through the mail.
Dr. Buchanan receipting for it. [le also
deposited the diplomas in the mail to be
delivered to the spurivus doctor in South
Carolina.  Special Postal Agent Darrett,
Chief of Police Given, i deputy United
States marshal and the newspaper man
walked into Buchanan's place Wednesday
alternoon, arrested him and then eaptured
about haltf a ton of spurious diplomas,
with a mass of correspondence, showing
the traflic in diplomas and the sale of
about 3,000 sheepskins. Hoarings will be
held and proceedings started by Lthe Reeord
through the attorney general to wipe out
five of the eolleges.
